The program stemmed from the 
Public Health Service Act of 1944, which gave the Surgeon General 
research authority to encourage, cooperate with, and assist appropri- 
ate public authorities, scientific institutions, and scientists in the con- 
duct and coordination of research and investigations relating to the 
cause, diagnosis, treatment, control, and prevention of the physical 
and mental impairments of man. 

The program supports studies dealing with all aspects of nursing 
practice, the organization and delivery of nursing services to the 
patient, nursing as an occupation, and ways of communicating research 
findings. The studies consider the effects of interaction among nurses 
and other health team workers on patient welfare; appraise nursing 
practice in the light of new scientific concepts; test the safety, com- 
fort, and economy of nursing units in hospitals and other patient-care 
facilities; and develop methods to test the care patients receive.
